Pre-rcgisteration of high school 


pupils was set for Tuesday through 
Friday of next week. 


The board adopted a resolution 


staling that each member would 
preter lo operate segregated schools 
bul "if no choice is offered, we 
will'not abandon free public educa- 
tion in order to avoid Integra— 
ticiiv." 


The resolution noted that F&u- 


bus in recent news stories has 
been quoted as having intimated 
that 
he 
"possibly has a plnn" 


for legal segregation. 


"If Gov. Faubus and his attorneys 


have conceived of such a plan, 
we earnestly request that he com- 
municate such plan to us im- 
mediately," the 
resolution said. 


"We stand ready at all times to 
confer with him on this matter." 


Faubus, 
vacationing in north- 


west Arkansas, could not be reach- 
ed for comment. 


The resolution was adopted by a 


4-1 vole with President Everett 
Tucker Jr., abstaining and memb- 
er Russell Matson voting in tUe 
negative. Mat?on, who was one of 
three anli-Faubus board members 
to retain his seat in. a recent re- 
call election, declined to explain 
his "no" 
vote. 


All four high schools have 
re- 


mained closed all lasl year under 
Faubus' order Tho board regain- 
ed control of the schools recently 
when a federal court struck down 
the law under which Faubus clos- 
ed them.
